DEVICES TO WAKE DEAF 

Nowadays you will find the radio 
clock in many homes occupied by 
a deaf couple. It turns on the 
juice any time it is asked to, and 
the light will awaken most deaf 
sleepers. 

In his illuminating article on the 
different devices used in place of 
the -alarm clock's buzzer, B. B. 
Burnes, president of the N.A.D., 
tells tbs following legend in the 
Silent Worker;
